Treasure in Heaven 

The text that best goes with this story 
was spoken by Jesus in the Sermon on 
the Mount, when He said, "Blessed are 
the poor in spirit," for it is apparent that 
the Master was not so much opposed to 
the young man's rich condition as He 
was to the pride of possession which 
manifested itself when the choice was 
offered to him. "Sell all that thou hast 
. . and thou shalt have treasure in 
Heaven," said Jesus, but the proposi- 
tion only gave sorrow to the listener. 
'Follow Me." added "the Friend of 
Sinners." 

The young man turned away. 

How far shall we condemn him? Is 
he the only one v/ho has failed the Sa- 
viour in like fashion? "Think you that 
the heart which was moved with love to- 
wards the young inquirer was untouched 
as that noble youth shrank away? Was 
It nothing to the Masti?r that low of this 
vorld's goods should triumph over love 
for His will? Then how does He esteem, 
the acts of men today? And, since His 
objection is to the competitive affection 
which ousts Him from the first place in 
the heart of a man, what has He to say 
to the reader who, entertaining some such 
love, turns sorrowfully away when Jesus 
ipeaks His will— the will of God? 

Abraham, the centenarian father of 
Isaac, was proud of his God-promised 
son, and he lavished upon liim a wealth 
of affection which was not only exceeding- 
ly natural, in the drcimistances, but it

was gratifying to God that it should be 
so. Nevertheless, not even Abraham, 
the friend of God, could be allowed to 
love his boy more than he loved his God. 
So he was tested. But he was a man of 
confident faith. It could not be said 
that he expected to have his son restored 
unto him. And this sen was his hope 
for the fulfilment of God's promise to 
bless all the nations of the earth through 
Abraham's seed. No, it appeared, as 
they climbed to the place where he was 
to offer the boy up as a sacrifice on the 
altar, that this plan had now failed; but 
his f-dith ill God did not falter. lie was 
bent on carrying out his orders to the 
letter. 

More than many Abranam might have 
considered himself rich in possessing such 
a son. but he did not set more store, by 
Isaac that ho did by doing the will of 
God. Abraham was poor in spirit. His 
possessions became exceeding great; but 
they did not come before bis love for 
God. So he kept his Isaac, and the 
favor of the Most High was his also. 

Can a man be rich and possess the gift 
of Eternal Life? Yes, just as surely as 
a man may be poor, as this world goes, 
and, clinging to some paltry pos-session, or 
some habit, or some stubbornness or 
Selfishness, may set himself up to resist 
the will of God for the sake of that con- 
demned something — and lose all. 

Unutterably Happy 
Youth or old age, it is all the same, 
apparently, \vhere the decision affects 
the possession or otherwise of the Bless- 
ing of a Clean Heart. "Is that question 
in it?" someone asks. Oh, yes, we reply, 
that is tlie principle at the root of the 
matter. It is just this issue which has 
to be decided ere a man may know the 
joy of Holiness. Such a suppression of 
self, by the process of elimination; such 
an utter recofjnition of the usiirping 
character of self, w'nen it is allowed con- 
trol, as will make one hate, loathe, and 
ever suspect the intentions of one's own 
unsanctified nature, is imperative. Thus 
will come such a love of the long-denied 
Holy Spirit; such an eager desire to know 
and do God's will; such a realization of 
the Presence and Power of God in every 
detail of life, as will make one unutter- 
Huly happy, and tender-spirited, finding 
joy in sen.'ice to all for the sake of the 
Saviour of All. 

One possession, and one only, will 
count, will deserve to be accounted as 
riches, the loving favor of God, Com- 
pared with this all else will sink into in- 
significance. Yet one may usefully em- 
ploy talents, gifts, and graces which to 
some are dangerous in the extreme. 
Let these first be dedicated to the service 
of God, and, if nothing in life is allowed 
to come before love for God, "these 
things shall be added unto you."

Sunday. Daniel 4: 1-18. "Wonders 
that the high God hath wrought 
towards me." Because of his pride and 
self-glorification, God had brought low, 
Nebuchadnezzar, king of Babylon. In 
one of the most remarkable royal docu- 
ments ever published, he proclaimed 
throughout his vast empire the story of 
God's dealing with him. Nebuchadnez- 
zar's Icnowledge of God was very limited, 
yet what littie he knew was from personal 
experience, and gratefully he told it out 
to oiiieis. "Go, thou, and do likewise," 

Monday, Daniel 4: 19-27. "It is thou 
O King." Daniel does not think of him- 
self, nor of the king's displeasure, but 
faithfully and bravely delivers his mes- 
sage. Ke pleads as plainly and per- 
sistently as if he were talking to some 
ordinary man, not an Oriental despot 
who could take away his life with a word. 
Had Nebuchadnezzar only followed Dan- 
iel's practical- counsel, he would have 
saved himself much humiliation and 
sorrow. 

Tuesday, Daniel 4: 2a-37. "He doeth 
according to His will . . . and none 
can stay Hia band." 

"The Lord is King! who then shall dare 
Resist His will, distrust His care. 
Or murmur at His wise decrees, 
Or doubt His royal promises?

At the height of his grand hRnthpn 
banquet, a mysterious hand appeared, 
writing his doom. While he sat dis- 
tributing his empty honors, the enemy 
was approaching, and ere night-fall 
BeJshazzar's kingdom was taken, and he 
himself slain. 

Thursday. Daniel 5: 10-16. "Then 
W9.S Daniel broiii^lBt in before the 
king." Daniel was not wanted at the 
tieginning ot the feast; probably his 
counsel had been little sought after since 
Nebuchadnezzar's time. But when their 
faces were blanched, and no one could 
explain the terrible mystery, they were 
glad enough to see the rnan of God. 
When danger comes, men fall into their 
right places. Daniel, the aged captive, 
was more kingly than the king himself. 

Friday, Daniel 5: 17-31. "God . , , 
hast thou not glorified." Belshazzar 
had everrthinR tlfiat heart could desire, 
but missed the great object of his being, 
that for which he had been sent into the 
world — the glory of God.

One such life story belongs to Com- 
mandant Tom Clark who has just en-

Ofiicers after twenty-seven years' 
ervice amongst the sutimerged por- 
tion of humanity. 

Born in Londonderry, Ireland, in 
the '.'sixties, Tom Clark later removed 
with his parents to London where his 
lather was actively engaged in the 
Lrcction of the St. Pancras railway 
station. 

Schooldays — a period in his life he 
ihd not appreciate — began in Derby- 
■ihire, Aftei' several unsuccessful at- 
ttmpts to educate his son at both 
ddv and boarding .-schools, Mr, Clark 
introduced him to the works over 
vhieh he had control. But young Tom 
was no more keen on manual labor 
than on lessons, and he soon lapsed 
into bad habits. Before reaching 
twelve years of age, her had his first 
drink in Portsmouth, and from that 
hastily gulped drink he traces all the 
iillainy, and worse, of the following 
years. Mueh of his time was devoted 
to the art of boxing, in which he was 
coached by some of the leading "pugs" 
in the South of England, among them 
Cronan, Roper and Millar.

Then came years of wandering and 
of constant trouble with the police in 
more than one continent. Periodical 
visits were made to the parental roof, 
and on each occasion he was provided 
with funds to ni.ike a fresh start, 

Eventually he set sail for Australia. 
After making himself well known in 
Melbourne and Sydney, Tom com- 
menced an up-country tramp which 
was punctuated with drunken orgies 
in which lives were sometimes for- 
feited. . Fights with the police were 
not infretiueul, and in the majurity 
ui iiibtancBM Tom Clark and his as- 
sociates evaded their captors by sheer 
cunning or strength. 

A Desire to Go Home 

Becoming tired of this style of life 
— incessant trouble and no money — 
Tom decided to go alone to a job 
and save enough money to pay his 
fare to the Homeland, a desire to see 
his father having taken possession of 
him. But his intention was short- 
lived, for ere he reached the suburban 
railway station with a hardly earned 
fifty pounds, be met a friend who at 
length persuaded him to drink. It 
was not long before the- whole of the 
sum was spent in either liquor or 
fines for drunkenness. 

A Terrifying Feeling 

A particularly striking period in 



his life came shortly after an unsuc- 
cessful attempt to quit the drink. A 
peculiar and terrifying feeling took 
hold of him; he felt that he was no 
longer in the world of mortals, but 
literally lived in Hell. The appetite 
for drink left him; he could not even 
touch it. He hungered, but could not 
eat; cold water was practically all he 
maintained life with. A time of phy- 
sical and mental torture ensued, and 
it was not until some time later when 
he entered an Army Hall and cried to 
God for forgiveness that he began to 
feel a sense of lelief. He eamestly 
desired a Bible, a longing which was 
met in a singular manner. Whilst 
walking the streets he was accosted 
by a half-drunken companion who 
thrust a small parcel into his hands 
and said, "Hello, York! (York being 
the name by which he was known ) for 
the life of me I don't, know why 1 
bought this, but you can have it." It 
was a Bible. He thereupon went to 
his room, and kneeling down asVci) 
God to open the Book at the right 
place for him, and he commenced to 
read the sixth chapter of 1 tomans, the 
last verse of which gripped him: "For 
the wages of sin is death; but the p-'^ 
of God is etei'iial life through Jesus 
Christ our Lord." 

His new Salvationist friends met 
him on their way to the Open-Air, and 



that night Tom Clark gave his testi- 
mony to the glory of God. 

Led Notorious Sinners to Christ 

In the year 1900 he began his Sal- 
vation Army service as a Sergeant at 
the Sydney People's Palace, From 
there he was transferred to the Men's 
Prison Gate Home where he had the 
joy of leading several notorious sin- 
ners to the Saviour. 

Terms at the Men's Industrial 
Homes at Wellington and Auckland 
were attended by much blessing and 
success. While in charge of the latter 
Home the Commandant was called on 
to part with his life partner who dur- 
ing their married life proved herself 
a splendid helpmeet. There are six 
children — five boys and a girl — each of 
whom gives promise of becoming a 
worthy Salvationist. 

The Commandant has entered upon 
retirement, hut his active spirit will 
know no rest, for he will continue to 
spend himself in the interest of those 
who have been worsted in the battle 
of life.

We also promised 
to remember him in our prayers. 

Dujing the march that most deplorable 
of festivals, "Holi," was at its height in 
certain districts, and an extra fight was 
made there against the powers of dark- 
ness and to combat the evil thing.

Mr. BrewsteP Gcw, Health Inspec- 
tor at Shanghai, en route to 
England, Gtvas Some impres- 
sions of The Army's Work 
Among the Troops 

MR BREWSTER GOW, Health In- 
spector for the International Settle- 
ment Municipal Council, Shanghai, China, 
is an Aimy friend who has greatly interest- 
ed himself in the work of the Organiza- 
tion in that country. As mentioned in a 
previous issue, Mr. Gc7.' entertained the 
General in his residence at Shanghai dur- 
ing his recent Campaign in the Far East 
and assisted in pioneering The Army's 
Work among the British and American 
sailors and marines stationed there. 

When calling in at the Territorial 
Headquarters in Winnipeg recently, on 
his way to England, Mr. Gow had a 
chat with a "War Cry" representative, 
to whom he spoke freely of the good work 
which The Army is doing in Shanghai. 
Said the viator: 

"The Army had no work actually in 
Shanghai, until last April, when work 
amongst the troops sent to guard the 
International Settlement whicn was in 
danger of being over-nin by the warring 
factions, was commenced. J'ossibly, it 
may be said that the Genera] opened the 
work in Shanghai, for it was his visit to 
that city in the previous November that 
opened the way and helped to interest 
the people, among them many old friends 
of The Army, who expressed their desire 
that The Army should do something for 
this great city, which is now the third 
Inr^fs* sstport in the "or'd. jlnd so Llii 
Army is now working among those who 
are guarding the boundaries of the Settle- 
ment. 

"A motor-wagon was fitted up with 
coffee and cakes and sallied forth in the 
early morning to tour the outposts, where 
the boys were watching, and to show how 
pojjular "Hallelujah Lizzie" as she was 
tailed, became, the boys would always 
phone up from post to post if she hap- 
pened to be late, to ask, "Has anyone 
seen 'Hallelujah Liazie?" 'Lizzie' often 
arrived back home at five a.m. In this 
way, not only were the temporal needs 
of the Tommies' supplied, but word 
about home, mother, wife, or sweetheart 
soh"dted their sympathy, and the e.i:- 
pression of iheir desire to go Rtr?'sht, ?.nd 
'play the game.' Staff-Captain Lud- 
brook, an Englishman, Adjutant Nelson, 
an Austtalian and Ensign Eacott, a 
Canadian, were the Officers who pioneered 
this work. 

Home Comforts in a Foreign Land 

"Work was next started in the camp, 
where Meetings were held every night, 
sing-songs arranged, and the message of 
Salvation proclaimed. Next the canteen 
was opened, and here home comforts 
are offered the men, and what seems to be 
inu=t relished in tlie lempuial line, arc 
Ensign and Mrs. Eacott's chip potatoes.' 

"Meetings are held, popular programs 
are given every Saturday night, and on 
Sunday a Meeting is held in a down- 
town Hall. Since the commencement of 
these gatherings, not a Sunday night has 
gone by, but what souls have been seen 
at the Penitent-Form, and this, after all, 
is the ultimate end of this glorious work. 

"In spite of the chaotic conditions 
whicii exist in China, the Army Officers 
go forward, bltesed, seemingly, with a 
si«cial Divine Guidance and protection, 
and, so far, have been immolested, al- 
lliuugh it has been necessary to tempor- 
arily withdraw from some places far in- 
land, and where anti-foreignism seems to 
prevail. Yet even among the troops 
and brigades, the message of Salvation 
is fearlessly preached.
